Other students of constitution- 
#1 law concur in Sen. George's 
conclusions. A president may 
resign. Either the vice presi- 
dent or the Congress, more 
properly the latter, could re- 
ceive the message. 

There will be tremendous 
pressure on the President, once 
to resume his duties, to 
out the term. Certainly 
almost everyone, including 
Democrats, hopes he will do just 
that. Most of the nation shiv- 
@rs with apprehensions at the 
thought of the vice president in 
office. 

But no one knows what the 
President will do. He has not 
yet talked with his family. He 
certainly will not be a candidate 
in 1956. He probably will con- 
tinue in office. But he is a stub- 
born man. ‘“‘When his Dutch 1s 
up, no one can change his 
mind,’’ a common saying 
among those who know him 
best. 

If he has made up his mind 
that Vice President Nixon 1s 
his choice to succeed him, he 
might well resign and allow the 
Californian to occupy the office 
to strengthen him in the fight 
for nomination and election.

_DekalbAdds Precincts: 
Largest State Box Split

The Decatur Courthouse precinct, reputedly the larg- 
est voting box in Georgia, Tuesday was split up in a re- 
shuffling of DeKalb County polling places. 

The county added a total of 1 
precincts to the existing 29. 

The old Courthouse box had 
served some 12,000 voters and was 
believed to be the largest in the 
state, said Charlies D. McKinney 
|Jr., executive assistant to the com- 
missioner. 

McKinney explained the additions 
were made following complaints 
‘by voters that they had to wait 
too long at polling places. He also 
said that the county was hoping to 
encourage more voting by making 
voting places more readily avail- 
able to DeKalb citizens. 
| In the Decatur militia district. 
the number of precincts was raised 
from six to 13. Two polling places 
| were added in the Cross Keys dis- 
trict and two in East Atlanta. 

The revamping of DeKalb's vot- 
ing districts had also been re- 
'quested by public officials and of- 
ficers of the Democratic commit- 
‘tee, said McKinney.

If 
he and his family decide his 
future will .be best served by 
retiring to Gettysburg, he will 
do just that. And none could 
criticize. 

Meanwhile, as the chiefs of 
the Republican Party gather in 
Washington. there are strong in- 
dications that if the President 
informs them he. cannot, and 
will not, be available for 1956, 
a determined effort will — be 
made to call Chief Justice Ear! 
Warren from the Supreme Court 
Bench to offer for the nomina- 
tion. He would be a strong 
man. The nation has confi- 
dence in him. He. however, 
issued a strong statement some 
weeks ago that under no cir- 
cumstances would he be a can- 
didate.

No Need for Haste 
In ‘Relieving’ Ike 


It is a good thing that Washington 
seems to be recovering from a sort of tem- 
porary: hysteria brought on by the Presi- 
dent’s heart attack. While easy to under- 
stand, there is no reason for panic nor for 
hasty action in delegating presidential 
powers to others. 

Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell brought 
a note of sanity into the situation yester- 
day in announcing that because of “en- 
couraging” news from Denver it may not 
be necessary to deliver a legal opinion on 
the question of delegating any of Mr. Ei- 
senhower’s powers during his illness. 

There was much talk about taking 
just such action, of giving government 
responsibility to Vice President Nixon and 
others within the official family. 

Such hasty moves could lead to a 
quick disintegration of the Eisenhower 
administration and an abrupt halt to the 
continuity of policies set by him as presi- 
dent. It could lead to rivalries and jeal- 
ousies and jockeyings for position that 
would make effective administration im- 
possible. 

Meanwhile, government machinery is 
ample to take care of any immediate prob- 
lems. Vice President Nxion is fully capa- 
ble of presiding at cabinet meetings and 
of subbing at official functions. The ad- 
ministration’s policies are so well set that 
only in the event of a prolonged illness is 
there genuine cause for alarm. 

His physicians say the President is 
getting along fine and promise complete 
recovery. It is almost a-certainty that he 
will not be able to seek re-election, but 
he is President of the United States for 
15 more months and that is the way the 
people want it. They pray for his recovery 
and are willing to wait for his doctors’ 
promises to be fulfilled. 

Not until his doctors certify that the 
President will not be able to perform his 
functions will there be a need to divide 
and delegate his powers nor to remove 
from his hands the right of final executive 
decision. Should such an eventuality de- 
velop, the President himself could and 
will take the necessary action. 

Until such action becomes necessary, 
the country prefers that Ike remain as 
President and -wants no part of his au- 
thority given hastily to others.

Freeway Plan Advisable 
Despite State Auditor 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher is a good 
auditor. We have thought so for a long, 
long time. 

But we emphatically do not believe he 
knows anything about highway construc- 
tion or the design of modern highway 
systems. Especially do we think he is not 
expert enough/to interfere with the plans 
of those whé are pre-eminent in that 
field. 

We are astonished to find that Mr. 
Thrasher is stating he will attempt to 
block the plans of the engineers of the 
State Highway Board and of the city and 
county in their key plans to make effec- 
tive the multi-million-dollar expressway 
plan. We do not believe the State Legis- 
lature elected Mr. Thrasher to run the 
Highway Department as well as the audit- 
ing of the state. 

Mr. Thrasher is speaking as chairman 
of the State Office Building Authority. In 
this capacity he disagrees with the top 
traffic designer for the U. S. Department 
of Highways as well as with Harry W. 
Lochner, who was hired by Gov. Marvin 
Griffin and the State Highway Board to 
plan for the necessary completion of the 
expressway system. It is necessary that 
Mitchell street, SW, be kept open with a 
relatively narrow ramp which Mr. Thrash- 
er seems to think would interfere with 
his authority to build state office build- 
ings. Surely common sense wiil prevail 
along with the designs of men who know 
their business. We cannot conceive that Mr. 
Thrasher, whom we sincerely admire as 
an auditor, will stubbornly and willfully 
oppose what will serve millions of people 
merely to have his own way with the 
state building authority.

Although subject to periodic attacks 
from various and sundry sources, U-.S. 
philanthropic foundations remain as one 
of the most dynamic and constructive 
forces in American life. According to the 
most recent survey, they now have as- 
sets of more than 4.7 billion dollars and 
last year made grants totaling more than 
308 million. 

These foundations, estimated at 7,300 
in number, operate in many fields. They 
are non-profit in character and support 
scores of endeavors in the general public 
interest—education, charity, health, basic 
research and community welfare. Some 
are designed to further information pro- 
grams and research to express certain 
points of view. 


At present the Ford Foundation seems 
to be the biggest of them all with assets 
of $493,213,842. Next is the Rockefeller 
Foundation with $447,686,573. The Duke 
Endowment, which supports one of the

Savings Being Scuttled 


In School Trans portation 


It looks like all those economies pro- 
posed in school transportation by the 
State Programs Study Committee earlier 
this year will go by the board as the po- 
litically powerful Georgia School Bus 
Drivers Association swings its weight 
around. 


The committee, it will be recalled, 
suggested economies in transportation 
that would have saved upwards of a 
million dollars in school funds. It rec- 
ommended such things as county owner- 
ship of buses, elimination of unnecessary 
mileage, employment of- student drivers 
and uniformity in purchasing and main- 
tenance. 

Gov. Marvin Griffin, who reportedly 
received strong backing in last year’s cam- 
paign from the bus drivers, has now in 
effect nullified these recommendations. 


In a letter to the State Board of Edu- 
cation directing that additional funds be 
allocated for school transportation to 80 
counties, the governor declared, “It is my 
desire that no county receive less for 
transportation this year than it did last.” 
He also expressed opposition to forcing 
counties to public ownership of school 
buses “against the will of local authori- 
ties.” 


Georgia’s transportation costs per 
pupil thus will remain higher than most 
neighboring states—in some cases more 
than twice as high. While the state strug- 
gles for funds to pay its teachers and to 
take care of the steady influx of new 
students, school transportation will pre- 


serve its extravagant, uneconomical status 
quo.

Pulse of the Public 


‘F.D.R. Blazed Path That Is Extremely Hard 
To Obliterate,’ Georgian Says to Politicians 


Smyrna — It was sudden, shock- 
ing, depressing and very difficult 
for the average American citizen 
to realize the significance of the 
death of beloved President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt on April 12, 1945. 

America was at grips with t#vo 
pewerful enemies in the midst of 
World War II but the sudden and 
unexpected passing of this great 
man overshadowed even this grave 
and dangerous situation.

Is Strange Situation 


WASHINGTON—When the German govern- 
ment was criticized this week for establishing 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union German 


Ahabene® 7 Heinz L. Krekeler did what many another ambassador 


here has done in the past. 
Georgia to explain. 

In this case Ambassador Krekel- 
er flew to Georgia and visited the 
senator in .his simple cottage in 
Vienna, Ga., explaining in the 
process that he just happened to 
be in the vicinity. visiting the Ger- 
man Consulate in Atlanta. 

‘The incident illustrates the im- 
mense power of the 77-year-old 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee and also points up the 
paradox of the senator’s position. 

For it is not at all certain—in- 
deed, it is highly unlikely—that 
Sen. George, for all his influence 
here and elsewhere in the world 
of foreign affairs, will be able to 
defeat Herman Talmadge in his 
campaign for re-election next year. 

This is one of the strangest 
anom@lies in the recent history of 
American politics, for while Geor- 
gia is proud of the achievements 
of Sen. George, young Herman Tal- 
madge's ambitions and the peculi- 
arities of the Georgia election 
laws may very well bring the 
senator down. 

Talmadge is now going about the 
state campaigning for the Demo- 
cratic: senatorial nomination. He is 
attacking Sen. George for, as he 
says, not taking a firm stand in 
favor of racial segregation. He is 
opposing foreign aid and arguing 
that Sen. George is giving away 
the federal government's money to 
foreigners instead of getting it for 
Georgia. 

Anether paradox in thé present 
situation is that, while Sen, George 
and Talmadge are about as far 
apart .in their political viewz-as 
possible, their financial support in 
the state comes very largely from 
the same group of people. 

Nor is it certain, or evén likely, 


He sought out Sen. Walter F. George of 


that in this situation the large con- 
tributors in the state will choose 
to support Sen. George. As a con- 
servative and a former chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee, 
Mr. George has often voted in 
favor of the large corporations 
which provide a great deal of the. 
campaign funds, but he does not 
aiways vote as his backers would 
like. 

Moreover, George is 77 and Tal- 
madge 42, and thus, in the eyes of 
many big contributors, the senator 


is going while “Hummon’’ is 
coming. 
Both in Washington and _ in 


Georgia there is immense interest 
in this situation. It has been 
brought to President Eisenhower's 
attention. The administration will, 
no doubt, do whatever it can to 
demonstrate that with Sen. George 
in the Senate, the State of Georgia 
wil' get all the assistance possible. 

At the same time, if Sen. George 
is defeated in the Democratic pri- 
mary or withdrawn from the race, 
every effort will be made to see 
that_he is appointed.to.a position 
where he will be able to carry on 
his work in the field of foreign 
affairs. 

When he was governor of the 
state, Mr. Talmadge had large 
federal funds to distribute and he 
developed strong support in -the 
country districts. His following is 
in the 121 counties that have two 
unit votes and in many of the 30 
counties that have four unit votes. 

Thus, under .Georgia’s novel unit 
voting system, he could lose the 
eight large six unit counties, and 
defeat Mr. George on a unit vote 
basis even if he did not have the 
support of a majority of the voters.

They appointed a committee of 
12 to spy out the land. The com- 
mittee reported it was a good land, 
“flowing with milk and honey.”

But others on the committee said, 
“We are not able to go up against 
the people; for they are stronger 
than we... there we saw giants

Capt. J. I. Cone, commanding 
officer of the: ordnance plant, 
said the secretary will be on a 
very tight schedule and will be 
in Macon “only a few hours.”’ 


Congress left the final decision 
on construction of a new build- 
ing at the plant up to Wilson. A 
House committee killed the orig- 
inal $3°800,000 appropriation re- 
quest for the structure, but a 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee restored it, subject to Wil- 
son's certification that the con- 
struction is essential.

plant employs. about 1,500 ci-! 


vilians. 


The projected building would 
be used for manufacturing units 
now “‘inadequately’”’ housed at 
the plant, Capt. Cone explained.

Cravey said he plans to issue a 
small-loan license under the act to 
the People’s Bank of Baxley, a 
privately owned institution. The 
bank recently applied for the li- 
cense. 

The loan commissioner said that 
to operate within the law, he be- 
lieves the private banks will have 
to be licensed under the Industrial 
Loan Act. He said loans now being 
made by these banks apparently 
would be “null and void’’ if the 
borrowers elected not to repay the 
banks. 

Thus, the General Assembly, 
which in the past has turned down 
legislation which would _ control 
private banks, may have unwit- 
‘tingly brought them under Cra- 
vey’s control through passage of 
ithe 1955 loan act. The act express- 
‘ly exempts banks authorized to op- 
erate under federal and state 
laws. 

Last January the Senate passed 
—but the House killed—a bill 
which would have prohibited the 
opening of new private banks in 
Georgia. 

More than half of the country’s 
‘private banks are located in Geor- 
gia: There are 45 in 10 other states. 
| Georgia’s private banks 
total deposits estimated at $7,500,- 
000. e 
Cravey said he would ask Atty. 
Gen. Ebugene Cook for an official 
opinion on the bank question. He 
said that if Cook confirms his 
opinion, he will 
make the banks conform with the 
loan act. 

The State Banking Department 
several times has expressed con- 
‘cern over the state’s increasing 
‘number of private banks, which 
‘operate without official jurisdic- 
‘tion or deposit insurance. It was 
disclosed that one private bank in 
Georgia was forced to close even 
as the House was killing a bill to 
prevent establishment of new 
‘banks last January. The bank had 
‘deposits listed at $35,000 and as- 
‘sets totaling only $10,000. 
| Eleven private .banks have been 
established in the state in the past 
five years. Two opened this year 
and another is slated to open soon. 
| Thirty-seven states have laws 
prohibiting private banking. Nine 
other states have one or more pri- 
‘vate banks, but have passed laws 
prohibiting the opening of new 
ones.

It isn’t easy to coniprehend the retirement from competition 
of an athletic youth of 28. But Bobby had been plotting his retire- 
ment at least four years in advance. 

“I started looking for a good chance to quit for several years 
before,’” he said. “I guess I really decided back in 1926, when I got 
around to the’ National Amateur and couldn't get nervous about it. 
Von Elm beat me in the finals. That’s when I feit I should begin to 
look for a way. to quit; when I couldn’t get nervous about it. 


“I had te be nervous to play my best when I was playing 
competitively. You don’t win playing relaxed. The muscles are 
relaxed ‘but you’re nervous. That’s the way it’s got to be. Three 
or four years after I quit I played in my first Masters. I was 
nervous, but it hurt my game. It’s perfectly obvious why. I 
wasn’t keyed for the tension of competition any more. 


‘‘Am I amazed at what golf has done for me? I guess you could 
put it that way. I’ve seen it do a lot for fellows liké Sarazen, Hagen, 
Diegel and a lot of others. I guess it’s sort of like Emerson and the 
mousetrap, isn’t it?’ 

‘‘We lived those days intensely; Keeler and I. I guess when I 
got out I missed the ‘tension. There’s nothing in the world more 
fun than a real tight golf match. But I'd get wrought over the 
things, fume and swear at myself for two or three days after a 
tournament I hadn't won. By the time I was 28, I'd had 14 or 15 
years of playing tournaments. I was taking so much out of myself 
being keyed up and intent on winning. I felt the punishment I was 
taking was out\of proportion to the importance of the thing.’’

Silver Pattern ‘for Scarlett O’Hara’ 


Unveiled at New Art Galleries

as a pattern of silver to suit the Southern 
woman. 
And Southern women have their own sterling 
ideas.

the South. They fashioned them into a pattern 
that. according to Mr. Walter C. Hill, chairman 
of the board of trustees for the Atlanta Art 
Assn., is a perfect example of the modern 
trend of art being brougMt into our daily living. 


The new galleries of the Atlanta Art Assn. 
was the setting for the impressive world pre- 
mier of the pattern already scheduled to be 
showh soon at six other art museums in the 
South. 

Tara was shown ata special exhibition which 
was attended by deans of the colleges through 
which the survey was made, newspaper, tele- 
vision and radio editors from many states, 
jewelry retailers and members of the Atlanta 
Art Assn. 

Roger Hallowell, president of Reed and Bar- 
ton, and Joseph H. Martin, vice president, were 
in Atlanta for the showing. 

The table setting on display was designed in 
New York. It was fashioned as much as possi- 
ble after the way Scarlett O’Hara would have 
set the table at Tara for a formal dinner. The 
centerpiece featured a silver candelabrum cen- 
tered in a tray and ‘entwined with ivy. 
UNDATED 


\Tara is considered a romantic pattern that 
is undated. It meets with the specifications of 
the Southern women interviewed that their 
silver must fit into traditional or modern set- 
tings. 

The center surface is plain except for the 
subtle curves that reflect light and colors in 
just the right way. 

The richly heavy looking handles are deli- 
cately outlined with carved leaf-scrolls and tiny 
blossoms. 

An educational display on the stages of man- 
ufacture of a piece of silver and the steps in 
developing a new pattern of silver were also 
shown in the French Room of the Art Galleries. 

A design begins on scratch paper as a 
*‘do-dad’’ or sketch by an artist. It develops 
into several actual experimental designs and 
finally into sculptured three-difmensional models 
to be followed in the manufacturing of a-com- 
plete service of silver. 


STAGES OF MANUFACTURE 


The stages of manufacture showed the 57 
different hand operations that go into the mak- 
ing of one silver teaspoon. 

*‘There’s no schizophrenia in modern de- 
sign,’’ according to W. T. Hurley Jr.; merchan- 
dising manager of Reed and Barton. A pattern 
of silver may be functional and lovely. Nothing 


‘must be ugly to be practical. 


The main deviation from tradition in modern 
silver is toward the practical side, according 
to Mr. Hurley. 

Scarlett’s place setting of silver included a 
Separate spoon for soup, one for cereal and 
another slightly different one for dessert. 

In the new pattern these three are one and 
the same. The butter spreaders have serrated 
edges in order to double as fruit knives or 
cheese spreaders. The knives and forks are 
designed to be used for any course to eliminate 
any duplication in buying. 

The Tara pattern and the educational ex- 
hibit will be on display in the Atlanta Art 
Galleries through Oct. 9.

DAHLONEGA—They had trouble telling S8l-year-old Mrs, 
Julia Dale she had been elected queen of Gold Rush Day com- 
ing up on Oct. 8, because she was out hunting muscadines. 

Then they went to take a picture of her and:they still couldn’t 
find her. 

She was out fishing! 


But she had a feeling something was in the air, Miss Julia 
did. It hit her on the creek bank and she told a neighbor who 
was with her about it. 

“I got to go to the house,” Miss Julia said. “Something’s 
happened.” 


The feeling was so strong and urgent within her a kind of 
tension communicated itself to her fishing companion who let 
the biggest, prettiest trout you ever saw get away! 

Such is life among queens and other ladies who count on 
gold for a living. Miss Julia, born Julia Summerour, has 
lived ‘‘prett’ near on top of the Auraria mines” since 1887. She 
was married to the late Goldie Dale, one of Lumpkin County's 
premier gold miners, and her brother, Dave Summerour, who is 
to be crowned king of the Gold Rush Day festivities, is ranking 
authority on prospecting and panning. 

“It’s kind of an uncertain way to live, isn’t it?” I asked 
Miss Julia while the platters of chicken and ham and vegetables 
and hot rolls circulated up and down the table at Smith House, 


Miss Julia’s bright blue eyes were filled with surprise. 
“Why no more than any other,’”’ she said. ‘‘When you have 


a need—a real pressing need—don’t you find a way?” 
Nowadays in north Georgia’s gold country the whole an- 
cient business of searching for gold is treated lightly as some- 
thing to interest tourists. W. B. Fry has a museum where 
they’ve collected some of the old mining equipment and where 
visitors can play at gold panning and leave with maybe a 
dusting of shiny powder folded tenderly in a piece of paper in 
their wallets. The travel editors who were entertained here on 


the first lap of their Georgia journey had a chance at that 
and loved it.

women butter and eggs. A creek near the house is nearly as 
good a source of extra money. 


‘“‘My husband took heart trouble,’’ Mrs. Bill Trammell told 
me. ‘‘I didn’t know what we would have done without the gold. 
We own about 40 acres near the mines and many a time we've 
panned out enough money to get the children’s school shoes just 
in time. 


‘“‘Once,”’ she recalled, ‘‘my son was getting ready to gradu- 
ate from high school and you know how they all need money 
for extras. I said to myself I'd pan some every day if it was 
only an hour. Looked like my housework took up a lot of time 
that week but still I'd get to the creek every minute I could. 
By the end of the week I had $18 in dust.’’ :
